Removing Paint and Varnish 


The most efficient method of removing 
old paint and varnish isto burn the sur- 
face with a painter’s blowtorch. The heat 
causes the film to soften and it can then 
be scraped off easily. This method, how- 
ever, can only be used on flat surfaces, 
and where a slight scorching of the wood 
is not objectionable. A hot solution of 
caustic soda (concentrated lye), 1 Ib. to 
the gallor,of water, is also efficient. This 
should i* plied with a fiber (not ‘ f 
ft. longer than the height 
be whitewashed.
